Mr. Branam executed his songs with imtinite skill;—and Madame 
Vesrris not only acted her purt weil, but sang delightfully,;. Mrs. 
Avstix has some difficult pieces to execute.—She is an interesting 
looking lady ; and we only wish she ha:l more depth of tone: bravuras 
are certainly the least adapted to her voive of any species of music 
—but io gentle melodies we conceive she must always please highly.
